line of an o th e r carrier m ust pay legal 
tariff rates applicable to th** sam e 
comm odities shipped gy an individual 
It Is said th e re is probably not a 
railroad in the country that has to pay 
regular tariff on any its supplies from 
the initial point to point of d e stin a ­ 
tion. 
This is especially true of coal 
used by railroads for fuel purposes. 
The comm ission holds in effect that 
this is discrim ination 
and that the 
road must pay the sam e tariff as an 
Individual.
